Cough  cases  was  small  following  two  years  during  which  those  diseases 
assumed  epidemic  proportions.

At  the  end  of  tho  year  a  detailed  statement  was 
published  in  the  local  press  showing  tho  progress  of  Immunisation 
in  the  Borough  and  in  tho  adjoining  District  Council  areas.

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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Tho  Birth  Rato  is  higher  than  the  previous  year 
in  tho  Ratio  19,3  to  18,1, 'while  the  Death  Rato  is  practically 
the  same  as  last  year  -  14.7  :  14.8, 

The  principal  causes  of  Death  show  no  striking 
variation. 

The  total  notifications  for  Infectious  Disease 
were  36-,  compared  with  188  in  1941,  but  the  latter  figure 
was  mainly  composed  of  Measles  and  ^hooping  Cough  cases. 

This  year  there  was  an  increase  in  Scarlet  Fever  cases. 

Continued  progress  was  made  in  the  campaign  against 
Diphtheria  as<°.  shown  by  tho  records.  An  improvement  in  tho" 
1-5  year  age  group  is  anticipated  when' the  County  Council, 
under  the  Maternity  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  will  make 
arrangements  for  their  treatment.
